This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1,3,7, and 9-10, drawn to a method of coating a substrate via plasma 
polymerization. 

Group II, claim(s) 11, 13, 17, and 19, drawn to substrate coated with a layer of polymerized 
polycyclic compound. 

Group III, claim(s) 20-23, drawn to substrate coated with a layer having pendant heteroaromatic 
rings. 

Group IV, claim(s) 28, 32 and 33, drawn to a method of coating a substrate with a layer of 
electrically conducting material formed from two heteroaromatic compounds. 

Group V, claim(s) 34-37, drawn to substrate coated with a polymeric material and an electrically 
conducting material. 

Group VI, claim(s) 40-47, drawn to a method of lift-off microstructuring. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the only linking technical feature of the six groups 
is a substrate coated with a polymer layer formed from a compound having a heteroaromatic ring 
wherein such feature does not constitute a "special" technical feature given that such feature is 
already known in the art.
